A remarkable sence occurred in the
house of commons to night, when
Sir Charles M. Dilke's resolution to
investigite the expenses of the crown
came up. The speaker called on Sir
Charles for the introduction of the
motion of which he had already giv
en notice.

Viscount Bury rose to question the
privilege, as the members of parlta
ment had taken the oath of allegiance
to y ieen victoria ana her successors,
and as the member from Chelsea had
avowed openly that he was a
Republican, he wanted to know if,
with proper respect for the honor of
the commons, the member could be
allowed tc proceed with repudiating

Here Lord Bury was interrupted
by caeers and shouts, and there was
much confusion on all sides.

The speaker of the house, as soon as
the house was brought to order, said
that he saw nothing inconsistent with
the dignity of the MM in allowing
the member from Chelsea to proceed.
It was no part of his the speaker's
duty to interfere.

Sir Charles thsn rose to put his mo-
tion amid great excitement and a
storm of groans and cheers. In a
fli-- and unfaltering voice he called
attention to the civil list, and then
moved for the returns showing the
duties of the auditor to whom he
makes his reports ; copies of such re-
ports for each year since the accession
of Victoria; warrants issued by the
treasury, with specification of classes
in which the savings arose and to
which th accounts of these sav-
ings were transferred each year:
also, the return? showing the
income and expenditure of the
crown from the Queen's accession to
the present year; the amount
charged on estimates, for tees on
installations, presents, conveyance
of distinguished personages to
the funeral of tho royal family, ex-
penses of the coronation journey of
the Queen, building and repairing the
palace, court ceremonies, allowances
to trumpters, watermen, marshals,
chamberlains, and for the service of
royal yachts Mr ten years, and finally
returns ofincome from tho Duchess of
Lineaster and Cornwall, and of the

l amount t aid to the Prince of
Wales.

Sir Charles, having succeeded In
reading his motion to the end, though
frequently interrupted, proceeded to
support it In a speech. Derisive laugh-
ter was heard in all parts of the house

in the galleries as well as on the floor
during its delivery, and the confu

sion was tt times so great that the
voice of the speaker was inaudible.
He opened by saying that possibly the
motion he offered was unprecedented ;

it was time, therefore, that the prece-
dent should ba established. He would
dijeuss the question of allegiance at
some future day. He denounced
sinecures and useless offices, like that
nf the governor of Windsor castle,
and he wanted to know on what prlo-c- i

pie of right Prince Teck and Prince
Arthur were allowed to occupy
lodges In the pnbiic parks. There
was once some justification in spend-
ing money for royal yachts, for bis
late Majesty, William the Fourth,
was a sailor King, jnow we main-
tained four vessels of this description,
and for what reason? The abandon-
ment of the antiquated palace of St.
James was recommended long
ago; yet thousands of pounds
were spent thereon annually.
Ue admitted that he bad made the
charge that the Queen paid no Income
tax. This, he had since learned, was
not true; he, therefore, retracted the
charge and acknowledged that he had
been misinformed. He concluded by
asserting that the civil list showed an
increase of ten thousand pounds, and
that the taxpayers believed that a
large portion of the money was
wasted.

Auberon Herbert, member for Not-
tingham, seconded tbe motion.

The house had all the time been
noisy and tumultuous.

Mr. Gladstone arose when order was
restored, and tbe members became all
attention. Mr. Gladstone contradicted
positively the statement that the civil
list bad been increased, and corrected
Sir Charles sharply on other points.
One who assumed to instruct the pub-
lic, he said, must at least be accurate.
He denounced as mischievous the
speech made by the member at New-
castle, and hinted that the success of
his motion would be equal to the suc-
cess of that speech. In conclusion,
Mr. Gladstone urged the house on
every ground to reject the motion.

Auberon Herbert endeavored to
speak but his oice was drowned with
groans and cries of "O, divide."

The speaker insisted on the preser-
vation of order, when all the conser-
vatives and many of the liberals left
tbe chamber. Herbert attempted to
continue his speech, and he declared
that he preferred a republic over an-

archy. Here the interruption com-

menced again. Three attempts were
made to count out the house.

Lord George Hamilton called atten-
tion to the demonstrations of persons
in the visitors' and reporters' gal-

leries, in violation of tbe rules.
